Local sports legend Antoine 
Russell of Belle Glade has 
received yet another honor for 
his coaching accomplishments.

Sugar's Director of Agricultur- 
al Operations Walter C. Park- 
er, Jr. and "sincere apologies to 
Mr. Moore and his family for 
any disruption, inconvenience 
or hardship the lay-off may 
have caused." 

Mr. Moore was let go by his 
boss, Richard Knowles, farm 
manager for Ritta, after Mr. 
Moore complained to the 


Glades Branch of the NAACP 
about Mr. Knowles and about a 
Jamaican offshore worker 
who allegedly made advances 
to Mr. Moore's 8-year-old 
daughter. 

Mr. Moore, who had worked 
for U.S) Sugar for almost 10 
years, bèlieves he was termi- 
nated for speaking up against 


, the child molestation incident. 


U.S. Sugar did an internal 
investigation and concluded 
that " the circumstances did 
not support the lay-off decision 
made:" 

The letter to Mr. Moore, from 
Robert E. Muraro, general 
counsel for U.S. Sugar, also 
noted that Richard Knowles 


was terminated. 

Mr. Moore said he would 
have to think about whether or 
not he would go back to work 
for U.S. Sugar. 

Mr. Muraro said he believes 
the firing of Mr. Knowles and 
reinstating Mr. Moore, "cor- 
rected the problems related to 
this act (lay off). "I believe that 
we tried to make things right," 
he said. 

As to the report of a 
Jamaican laborer who is 
accused of fondling Mr. Moore's 
daughter at Rittay Mr. Murraro 
replied that "the company was 
not responsible for what an.
